Based solely on the drawings and the EngUsh language abstract, the '41 1 
reference is pertinent because it appears to disclose a position measurement system where 
an evaluation device is switched to a standby mode when a main supply voltage falls 
below a threshold. It is believed that U.S. Patent No. 5,131,017 corresponds to the '41 1 
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patent reference. 

The '411 patent reference was designated as a Y-type reference in European Patent 
Application 01 12 5831, the European counterpart of the above-mentioned application. A 
Y-type reference is deemed to render the claimed invention obvious in combination with 
another Y-type reference. 

B. Japanese Patent Reference No> 09 091045 

The *045 patent reference and the Patent Abstracts of Japan literature were each 
designated as a Y-type and D-type reference in European Patent Application 01 12 5831, 
the European counterpart of the above-mentioned application. Note that the '045 patent 
reference was previously filed by the Applicant on June 6, 2002.
